sh commonwealth of nations, vtith- 
iut recognition of the king's sov- 
ircighty, constitutes one 
of

imazing days in which we live. 


By a simple juggling of words 


his great commonwealth has beeii 
saved from the disastrous loss of 
ndia's membership, and the pos- 
iblu withdrawal of other members 
ater. Not only that, but the 
new 


ommon wealth 
(which 
abandons 


he designation of "British") bids 
air to be far' stronger than ever. 


The weakening of the common- 


wealth at this crucial juncture in 
he cold-war between the Commu- 
ist and the anti-Communist blocs 
,'ould have been a serious blow to 
he latter. This would be especially 
rue as regards India, 
for 
this 


;reat nation of 300,000,000 people 
nay easily become the key-stone 
)f the defense against bolshevism 
n Asia. 


As a matter of fact, it's a fair 
mess that this aspect of the situa- 
lon was constantly in the minds of 
he London conferees. They scarce- 
y could ignore that angle in view 
of the steam-roller offensive of the 
Lhmese Communist armies against 
entral and southern China. India 
md China lie side by side in tho 
Asiatic_ theatre in which the war 
-J the isms may eventually be de- 
idud. 
The change in the commonwealth 


•elalions perhaps 
couldn't 
have 


been achieved but for the extraor- 
dinary circumstance that 
Britain 


nas no written constitution to ham- 
xsr the refraining. The constitution 
ust grew on custom and common- 
sense interpretation. 


Thus freed 
from 
constitutional 
earners, the commonwealth 
con- 


erence in a few sessions figured 
out a way to get around the kingly 


sovereignty to which India objects 
so fiercely. As things now stand 
the king is accepted "as a symbol 
of free association" of 
the 
inde- 
pendent members, "and as such, 
the head of the commonwealth.1.' 


One can't pass on 
without 
re- 


ferring to Winston Churchill's com- 
ment on the commonwealth agree- 
ment. He hailed it as a possible 
step towards merging the United 
States with a United Europe. He 
said such an 
association might 


bring to "a harassed and strug- 
gling humanity real security and 
freedom for hearth and home." 


It might seem somewhat strange 


that India should be the one to ob- 
ject to further recognition of the 
king's sovereignty. Throughout he 
long reign of the British 
Throne 


India, with her hundreds of Ara- 
bian nights princes, was the scene 
or a regal splendor rarely equalled 
in history. The imperial durbars 
with the emperor's representative, 
the viceroy, maintained an atmos- 
phere which was more regal than 
that in London. 


So it's given to wonder why India 


should be the one to refuse recog- 
nition of regal sovereignty 
now. 
Still, having seen much 
of that 


country at first hand in the im- 
perial days, I incline to the thought 
that after all it may be in part 
because of those times that India 
shuns imperialism now. 


There 
is 
no 
doubt that 
the 
princes loved the glitter 
of 
im- 


perialism. So did many of the In- 
dian aristocracy. But the blaze of 
the jewels only served to spot-light 
the tragedy of hungry millions who 
forced a bare existence from the 
soil.
